Pot prices 
may fall, 
feds say 


Despite record eradication numbers, 
the market is reportedly ‘saturated’

EUREKA - Law enforcement agencies -- 
from the local to federal level -- have been 
boasting about their record marijuana eradica- 
tion numbers this year, but that seems to have 
done little to affect the market that one govern- 
ment group described as “saturated.” 

According to the National Drug Threat 
Assessment 2008 from the National Drug 
Intelligence Center, part of the U.S. 
Department of Justice, an increased amount of 
marijuana growing will affect the market. 

“The recent increases in cannabis cultiva- 
tion and marijuana production within the 
United States coincide with the continued flow 
of marijuana from foreign sources, which may 
lead to market saturation in major markets,” 
the report reads. “The saturation could reduce 
the price of the drug significantly.” 

Marijuana sells for about $3,000 a pound at 
the wholesale rate and about $50 for an eighth

“My first year they changed the name 
from Ukiah Grammar School to Yokayo 
Elementary,” he said. “Before they built 
Pomolita, this was the only one in town.” 

After adding more than a half-century 
and losing the Hopalong Cassidy T-shirt 
Lombard wore for what was to be his 
class picture, he said Cannon’s instruction 
had a lasting effect on his life long after 
he left the school. 

“T became a teacher myself so you had 
a big influence on me,” he said. 

Cannon said the space where City 
Council meetings are now held was once 
an auditorium with four classrooms 
separated by partitions. 

“They had almost 200 kids in there,” 
he said. “This place got so crowded, they 
had kids everywhere.” 

Smith said the open-topped spaces

were especially conducive to selective 
pranks and various pupil misbehavior. 

“We’d throw paper airplanes over the 
wall there into the other classrooms,” he 
said, laughing. “There was also one class 
in there that had the hinged-topped desks 
so when the teacher would ask them to 
get something out they would drop the 
tops in unison. You could hear it all over 
the auditorium.” 


Cannon said the school remained as 
such until the district unified, after which 
the building was converted into its current 
form. 

“Out here is where I refereed football 
games,” he said, indicating in the direction 
of the manicured, tree-lined drive leading 
to the front doors. “Everything has 
changed so much.”

College seeks trustee for Area 2

Following the resignation of Area 2 Trustee 
Larry MacLeitch after the November election, 
the board of trustees for the Mendocino-Lake 
Community College District is once again 
looking for someone to fill the spot. The open- 
ing is available for anyone living within the 
bounds of Area 2, which includes various 
Ukiah voting precincts. Ultimately, it will be 
the board’s decision which of the applicants to 
approve. 

MacLeitch decided to step down from his 
Area 2 post following a 2005 clerical error at 
the Mendocino County Elections Office. The 
error resulted in MacLeitch being selected for 


the Area 2 seat while actually residing in Area 
3. MacLeitch ran for the Area 3 seat in the 
November Consolidated Districts election 
against Incumbent Joan Eriksen, who retained 
her seat with 51.11 percent of the vote in 
Mendocino County. 

“The board of trustees will appoint someone 
to fill the vacant seat in Ukiah,” college 
President Kathy Lehner said. “We are inviting 
interested members of the public living in 
Ukiah to submit an application.” 

Applications are due by noon, Dec. 3, 2007. 
The selection will be made at an open meeting 
of the board of trustees on Dec. 12, which

Gunshot victim still ‘serious’

Michele Patereau, the 44-year-old gunshot 
victim from Willits, is in serious condition at 
UC Davis Medical Center in Sacramento, 
hospital officials confirmed Wednesday. 

Patereau was shot in the head, chest and 
abdomen Sunday afternoon in what officials 
at the Mendocino County Sheriff’s Office are 
describing as a domestic violence situation. 

Patereau was shot by her boyfriend of 20 
years, Michael Huerto, 46, at Valley Oaks 
Mobile Home Park east of Willits at 3:10 
p.m. Sunday. He was pronounced dead at the 
scene from an apparent self-inflicted gunshot 
wound. 

Officers initially believed Huerto was

armed and still inside the trailer. When he did 
not respond to calls to come out, deputies 
called out the county’s Special Weapons and 
Tactics squad. The squad, using a distractive 
explosive device, entered the trailer where 
they found Huerto, dead of an apparent self- 
inflicted gunshot wound. 

Investigators now believe Huerto shot 
himself immediately after shooting Patereau, 
since no shots were heard after deputies 
arrived at the crime scene. 


The investigation is ongoing.

Police arrest 3 suspects in case of 

missing teen Natalee Holloway 
ORANJESTAD, Aruba (AP) — Three young men previous- 

ly detained as suspects in the 2005 disappearance of American 


teenager Natalee Holloway were re-arrested Wednesday, the 
Aruban public prosecutor’s office said, citing new evidence in 


the case. 


Joran van der Sloot of the Netherlands and two Surinamese 
brothers, Satish and Deepak Kalpoe, were arrested on suspicion 
of involvement in voluntary manslaughter and causing serious 
bodily harm that resulted in the death of Holloway, the prose- 


cutor’s office said in a statement. 


Holloway, of Mountain Brook, Ala., was last seen leaving a 
bar with the three men on May 30, 2005, hours before she was 
scheduled to board a plane home with high school classmates 
celebrating their graduation on the Dutch Caribbean island. She 


was 18 at the time. 


Van der Sloot and the Kalpoe brother had previously been 
detained on suspicion of taking part in her death, but they 
denied involvement and a judge released them for lack of evi- 


dence. 


Van der Sloot, 20, was re-arrested in the Netherlands, where 
he was attending university. The Kalpoe brothers — Deepak is 


24, Satish, 21 


were taken into custody in Aruba. 


Authorities “ordered their renewed arrest because further 
investigation into the disappearance has led to new incriminat- 
ing evidence,” the office said without providing further details. 
Officials there could not immediately be reached for further 


comment.

A 27-year-old Willits woman suffered

Veteran’s Day 2007 -- A belated thank you card 


I had a remarkable 
Veteran’s Day this year. I 
spent it with a U.S. Army 
veteran who graciously 
shared with me his experi- 
ences in basic training, his 
thoughts and feelings as a 19- 
year-old kid going into the 
service during wartime, and 
detailed descriptions of his 
environment, military buddies 
and the different jobs and 
duties that he performed 
while stationed in Germany 
during the Vietnam War. 

This veteran was attached 
to a regiment at the Berlin 
Wall while it was being built. 
Their job was to watch “our 
side” of the wall; and how 
the “comrades” were close 
enough to wave at and see 
their eyes and guns;. He 
recalled his awareness, as a 
teenager, of just how serious 
the situation was. As the story 
unfolded, it was brought 
home to me at last, why 
Veteran’s Day should be held 
in a very high and important 
position of our Federal 
Holidays. 

It surprised me, as he 
spoke, how I had somehow 
never had the opportunity to 
see or think of Veteran’s Day 
from a personal aspect, and 
what the day meant to that 
veteran and probably to thou- 
sands of other veterans who

had done their tour of duty in 
peacetime or in foreign wars. 
My brother was in the 
Navy and worked in the radar 
room on a ship attached to 
the USS Enterprise convoy. 
He never discussed his mili- 
tary life with me much except 
for one short discussion years 
later, telling how he had 
saved all of his combat pay 
from his hazardous duty and 
put it towards buying a home 
when he returned. I hadn’t 
realized until then, that he 
was even getting hazardous 
pay, and that was the first 
time it hit me how much his 
life was in jeopardy at the 
time. I had a stepfather who 
had been in WWII and who 
was in the Navy in combat 
and remember that all of his 
brothers were paratroopers, 


but again, not much discus- 
sion there either. 

I remember being very 
offended in the ‘70s when our 
boys came home from 
Vietnam and were “boo-ed” 
at the San Francisco airport 
as they disembarked from 
their planes. At the time, I 
lived in the East Bay Area 
near Berkeley where it was a 
very hot issue, and recall 
clearly how divided that area 
and the country was during 
that war. 

Although I have always 
been a strong supporter of 
our military, I must admit that 
I apparently didn’t look 
closely enough to take it as 
seriously as I should have, 
once it was all over. It was a 
shameful admission to my 
patriotic spirit when I real- 
ized how horribly selfish that 
was and how I just took it all 
for granted that those I loved 
would return, and that our 
freedom was protected once 
again by someone else who 
put their life on the line for 
me and the country. 

After so many years, 
Veteran’s Day had unfortu- 
nately been reduced to a day 
off from work instead of what 
it really was -- a sincere 
opportunity for the United 
States citizenry to honor 
those who had served and 
fought for our freedom with 


great sacrifice. 

I was fortunate enough to 
interview Morey McCloud 
last year who was a POW in 
WWII, and I can still feel the 
cold pit in my stomach as he 
told his story of captivity, tor- 
ture, deprivation and survival 
through sheer spirit and 
American ingenuity. Add to 
that an interesting, poignant 
conversation on Veteran’s 
Day 2007, and you can 
understand why I feel it was 
such a remarkable day. 

I wish that somehow there 
could be a gathering of veter- 
ans who could just sit and tell 
their stories so that those that 
are too young to know about 
the event, or those who have 
become complacent about it, 
as I had, would always 
remember how precious our 
freedom is and that without 
these men and women to 
serve our country, we would 
not have the luxury to enjoy 
the lifestyle of our choosing. 

My sincere thank you to 
this veteran for his candid 
conversation, and I hope that 
this column is a reminder to 
all of you who have a veteran 
in your midst, to give them 
special attention on that day 
each year, or at the least, to 
send a Thank You card for 
their time serving their coun- 
try. Remember, Out of the 
Mud, Grows the Lotus.

The Warm Line, a telephone support line for people facing 
emotional challenges, is now available weekdays from Noon to 
3 p.m., as well as on weekend evenings. 

Staffed by peer volunteers trained to provide support for 
emotional and mental health recovery, the county-wide Warm 
Line is open Monday through Friday from noon to 3 p.m. as 
well as on Friday and Saturday evenings from 6 to 10 p.m. 

Expressly not a hot line or a crisis line, the new Warm Line 
is part of a larger Mental Health Services Act funded peer sup- 
port project called Community Action for Recovery and 
Education. 

Funded through the Mendocino County Mental Health 
Branch of the Health and Human Services agency as part of a 
wider community-developed vision for new mental health ser- 
vices, the Warm Line is operated by A Healing Cooperative, a 
client-run, mutual support program. 

The dollars made available through MHSA accrue from a 
new tax on annual incomes over $1 million passed into law as 


Proposition 63 in 2004. In addition to the Warm Line, CARE 
also involves training for peer support specialists and peer sup- 
port Resource Centers in Willits, Fort Bragg and Ukiah. 

The Warm Line is accessed through the existing county-wide 
Crisis Line, which can be called locally in Fort Bragg, Willits 
and Ukiah or through a toll free number from anywhere in 
Mendocino County.

Since the cleanup of Masonite has began, 
I have heard rumors of a housing develop- 
ment.

As it is right now, I can walk down 
any street in Ukiah, and see someone I 
know, or even say hello to a stranger.

Area for 25 years, I know how it is. 

What I really want to talk about is why 
we don’t have more senior housing, afford- 
able senior housing. I have a friend who 
lives in one of the senior complexes here in 
Ukiah and it is so depressing, their rooms 
are so small, it’s ridiculous. It puts them in a 
very depressed state of mind. Some of these 
seniors feel that America has forgotten all 
about them, pushed them to the side (war’s 
more important). Medicare pays them only 
enough to survive on, just barely. Most of 
these people have worked their whole lives, 
and for what? To live in a square room that 
consists of a living room, bedroom, bath- 
room and kitchen? Oh, yes, let’s not forget 
that they also get a very tiny window to look 
out of. Depressing is the proper word for 
how we take care of our seniors and our 
elderly. 

On the north end of town, where Fowler 
Auto used to be, why could that not be torn 
down, and senior housing be constructed 
there? Yes, it’s a little out of town, but we do 
have buses to pick them up. Or maybe we 
could de-contaminate the ground at 
Masonite, and put senior housing up instead 
of half-million-dollar homes. Why this 
country thinks of its seniors last is beyond 
me. These are the people who helped build 
this community, they worked here, brought 
up their children here, and now we allow 
them to live in one tiny room. We should all 
be ashamed that we let this go on. 

I am reaching my senior years. I probably 
will have to move out of this community 
due to lack of senior housing.

To the supervisors of this town, who by 
the way make three to four times what the 
seniors get, I say step up to the plate and 
look into this serious plight of no housing 
for the seniors, and find a way to make it 
happen soon, very soon. They deserve more, 
and you can make it happen.

Appalled by article 


To the Editor: 

I was appalled by an AP wire story print- 
ed in your Daily Digest page in Monday’s 
paper -- appalled that AP has sunk so low as 
to write the story, and appalled that you 
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should be so callous or so careless as to 
print it. 

Under the snide headline “Freed teen in 
sex case receives hero’s welcome, but does 
he deserve it?” the story equates two recent 
cases of Jim Crow racist “justice” in the 
Deep South with the case of Michael Vick, 
a rich and spoiled athlete under indictment 
for torturing animals. 

The obvious implication in the title and 
the story is that black people who are the 
target of racially motivated prosecutions are 
not victims, but instead are, like Vick, crim- 
inals, and that a return to Jim Crow justice 
deserves a hearty welcome. 

In the case referred to in the story’s title, 
the Georgia Supreme Court -- hardly a court 
with a pristine record of color-blind justice - 
- nevertheless ruled that the boy involved 
had been subjected to “cruel and unusual 
punishment.” In the second case, the notori- 
ous “Jena Six,” which your AP story also 
equates with the Vick case, six black high 
school seniors in Louisiana were charged 
with attempted murder after engaging in a 
series of schoolyard fights. The white boys 
in the fights were not charged at all. 

Your AP story does not bother to mention 
that interesting bit of information, nor does 
it mention that the fights were ignited by the 
white kids placing a hangman’s noose under 
a schoolyard tree -- which in the South is an 
unmistakable threat to carry out a lynching. 

Can you and the crude AP “journalists” 
you print not tell the difference between the 
entirely proper prosecution of a sleazeball 
like Vick and the sickening racism that 
clearly motivated the prosecutor in the Jena 
case? Some sixty years after Rosa Parks 
refused to move from that seat in the front 
of a bus, is it still just fine to joke and snick- 
er approvingly at the misfortunes of non- 
white folk who are the victims of Jim Crow? 
Is it really so very hard for people to under- 
stand that injustice towards one is injustice 
towards all?

The Millionaires’ 


Amendment 


Congress is less divided by partisanship than it is 
united by devotion to the practice of protecting incum- 
bents. Doing this with, for example, the bipartisan 
embrace of spending “earmarks” is routinely unseem- 
ly. But occasionally, incumbent protection is also 
unconstitutional. 

It was in 2002, when Congress was putting the final 
blemishes on the McCain-Feingold law that regulates 
and rations political speech by controlling the financ- 
ing of it. The law’s ostensible purpose is to combat 
corruption or the appearance thereof. But by restricting 
the quantity and regulating the content and timing of 
political speech, the law serves incumbents, who are 
better known than most challengers, more able to raise 
money and uniquely able to use aspects of their offices 
-- franked mail, legislative initiatives, C-SPAN, news 
conferences -- for self-promotion. 

Not satisfied with such advantages, legislators 
added to McCain-Feingold the Millionaires’ 
Amendment to punish wealthy, self-financing oppo- 
nents. The amendment revealed the cynicism behind 
campaign regulation’s faux idealism about combating 
corruption. 

The amendment says: When a self-financing House 
candidate exceeds the personal spending threshold of 
$350,000, his opponent gets three benefits. First, the 
opponent can receive contributions triple the per elec- 
tion limit of $2,300 from each donor. Second, the 
donors’ now-tripled contributions are not counted 
against those donors’ aggregate contribution limits for 
the two-year election cycle. Third, the opponent is 
permitted to coordinate with his political party com- 
mittee unlimited party expenditures that otherwise 
would be limited by statute. Senate campaigns are sub- 
ject to similar provisions, which are even more gener- 
ous to candidates opposed by wealthy, self-financing 
individuals. 

In 2006, Jack Davis, a wealthy Buffalo-area 
Democrat, self-financed his House campaign against 
Rep. Tom Reynolds who, as a four-term incumbent 
and a former chairman of the National Republican 
Congressional Committee, knows how to raise money. 
Benefiting from the additional advantages conferred 
by the Millionaires’ Amendment’s provisions, 
Reynolds narrowly won, 52-48. 

Davis wants the Supreme Court to rule that the 
Millionaires’ Amendment unconstitutionally burdens 
the First Amendment right of political advocacy and 
violates the Constitution’s guarantee of equal protec- 
tion of the law. The Millionaires’ Amendment does 
both -- and it reveals how the corruption rationale for 
campaign finance regulation is a charade. 

In 1976, examining a 1974 law restricting both cam- 
paign contributions and expenditures, the court 
affirmed two principles. First, corruption arises from 
quid pro quo arrangements connecting contributions 
with particular actions of a public official. Second, 
because corruption arises from contributions, restric- 
tions on expenditures are much more problematic, 
constitutionally. 

The court noted that candidates spending their own 
money reduce their susceptibility to coercive pres- 
sures, and hence serve the purported purpose of regu- 
lation -- preventing corruption. So the court rejected 
the limits on candidates’ personal expenditures, and 
dismissed as merely “ancillary” the objective of 
“equalizing the financial resources of candidates.” 
Furthermore, in 2001 the court affirmed the limits on 
party-coordinated expenditures because they are “tai- 
lor-made to undermine contribution limits.” With that 
in mind, reread, four paragraphs above, the third pro- 
vision of the Millionaires’ Amendment. 

So, that amendment punishes candidates who use 
their own noncorrupting money -- self-financing can- 
didates cannot corrupt themselves -- to disseminate 
their political speech. Such candidates are penalized 
for exercising a fundamental right -- political speech - 
- that Congress cannot constitutionally curtail. 

The amendment does this by increasing the access 
of candidates opposed by wealthy candidates to what 
the authors of McCain-Feingold supposedly consid- 
ered the corrupting sort of money -- political contribu- 
tions from donors who can give triple the amount that 
McCain-Feingold says can corrupt (or in the case of 
Senate candidates, six times that amount). 

Furthermore, incumbents can benefit from the 
Millionaires’ Amendment even when they have 
amassed, as most can, substantial war chests. McCain- 
Feingold’s authors wrote this provision while pretend- 
ing to reduce the influence of donors, but while actual- 
ly engaged in incumbent protection. 

Davis’ appeal to the Supreme Court asks: “If the 
answer to the corrupting influence of campaign dona- 
tions is the application of uniform limits, how can the 
answer to noncorrupting expenditures be found in 
higher limits made available only to those candidates 
most susceptible to corruption?”

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Christmas tree permits available 
at Mendocino National Forest 


The Daily Journal 

Personal use Christmas 
tree cutting permits for the 
Mendocino National Forest 
will go on sale at the district 
offices and the headquarters 
office in Willows, beginning 
Monday, Nov. 19 through 
Dec. 14. 

The permits can be pur- 
chased for $10 each, limited 
to one permit per household. 
The number of permits is lim- 
ited and will be on a first- 
come, first-served basis. 
Permits are good for this year 
only and trees can be cut and 
removed any day of the week 
through Dec. 24. All offices 
are closed Thanksgiving Day, 
Nov. 22, but will be open on 
Friday, Nov. 23, from 8 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. 

It is important to note that 
not all national forests offer 
the opportunity to obtain 
Christmas trees for personal 
use, and each national forest 
has different sale dates. 
Check with the regional 
national forest offices to 
learn about the specifics of 
their program. All USDA 
National forests have web 
sites that also contain this 
information. 

In addition to the regular 
office hours of Monday 
through Friday, 8 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m., some district offices 
will also be open on selected 
weekends to sell permits. 
Three Mendocino National 
Forest offices will accept 
mail-in orders (Willows, 
Upper Lake and Covelo). 
Mail in permit request forms 
are available on the forest 
web site at 
http://www.fs.fed.us/r5/men- 
docino . 

Persons must be at least 18 
years old to purchase the per- 
mit. All Christmas tree permit 
sales are final; no refunds 
will be made. Christmas tree 
cutting will be allowed only 
in specific areas in the 
Mendocino National Forest. 
The permittee will receive a 
map of the forest and a tree 
tag. The map, when signed, 
serves as the permit. Permits 
sold in any Mendocino 
National Forest office may be 
used to cut a tree in any 
authorized area within the 
Mendocino National Forest.

in Lake or Mendocino 
County can only be transport- 
ed into a SOD quarantine 
county (Alameda, Contra 
Costa, Humboldt, Marin, San 
Francisco, Monterey, Napa, 


San Mateo, Santa Clara, 
Santa Cruz, Solano, and 
Sonoma). 


When requesting a permit 
by mail, include the follow- 
ing: a printed name and 
address to which the permit is 
to be mailed; a printed name 
and address for each permit 
purchased; a daytime tele- 
phone number; and a check 
or money order for $10 for 
each permit, made out to 
USDA Forest Service. Please 
do not send cash; allow one 
week for processing. Also, 
when mailing a check, put 
“Christmas Tree Permit” on 
the outside of the envelope so 
that it is received by the 
appropriate person for pro- 
cessing. Mail in requests 
received after Dec. 15 will 
not be filled. 

There is a limit of five per- 
mits total purchase if a per- 
son obtains permits for other 
families. Applicants must 
have the name and address 
for each permit purchased. 
Permit holders who will be 
having another person cut 
their tree must provide a 
Third Party Authorization, 
which must be in the posses- 
sion of the cutter. his form is 
also available on the forest 
web site.

To ensure that visits to the 
Mendocino National Forest 
are an enjoyable experience, 
the Forest Service has the fol- 
lowing tips:

gas in your vehicle. 
November and December 
weather can change quickly - 
- so be prepared.

Rose Bowl berth could be at stake as No. 
11 USC meets No. 7 ASU

TEMPE, Ariz. — Arizona State 
fans will never forget the Sun Devils’ 
first game against Southern California. 

New to the Pac-10, the Sun Devils 
ambushed then-No. 2 USC 20-7 on 
Oct. 14, 1978, in Tempe. 

What came next typifies the two 
programs. The Sun Devils lost their 
next game by 34 points to Washington 
and finished fourth in the conference. 
USC bounced back to claim a share of 
the national title. 

It set a pattern that’s held for nearly 
three decades. 


Arizona State has occasionally 
given USC headaches — the Sun 
Devils are 9-14 overall (.391) against 
the Trojans, and UCLA is the only 
Pac-10 school with a higher winning 
percentage against USC. But the Sun 
Devils haven’t come close to matching 
USC’s tradition or consistency. 

So ASU devised a new strategy: if 
you can’t beat ’em, hire ’em. 

Two years ago, ASU tapped Lisa 
Love, a veteran USC athletics admin- 
istrator, to be its athletic director. Love 
later signed Dennis Erickson, whom 
USC had courted in 2000. 

Those moves paved the way for one 


of the bigger games in the series 
between the schools. On Thanksgiving 
night in Sun Devil Stadium, No. 7 
Arizona State (9-1, 6-1 Pac-10) meets 
the 11th-ranked Trojans (8-2, 5-2) ina 
game that could determine a Rose 
Bowl berth and may have ramifica- 
tions in the Bowl Championship Series 
title chase. 

“We have an opportunity, and so 
does USC have an opportunity,” 
Erickson said. “They’ve been on this 
stage a few times. We haven’t been on 
this stage in a while.” 

Erickson raved about USC’s history 
at his weekly campus news confer-

ence. He seemed ready to hum a few 
bars of “Fight On.” 

“Believe me, I’m not the chamber 
of commerce for USC, by any means,” 
Erickson said. “But you’ve also got to 
understand the tradition that they do 
have.” 

Erickson could have been a part of 
that tradition. The Trojans courted 
Erickson in 2000, after he led Oregon 
State to a share of the Pac-10 title and 
a Fiesta Bowl berth. But the well-trav- 
eled Erickson turned them down, and 
USC turned to Pete Carroll.

On Monday, the same day 
Nolan said there were no 
coaches “on the street” who 
could help out, Nolan called 
the former USC and San 
Diego State coach with a cry 
for help. Though Tollner will 
be in the booth with Hostler 
on game days, Nolan empha- 
sized Hostler will continue to 
call plays. 

“T understand my role, and 
there’s no threat there,” said 
Tollner, most recently the 
Detroit Lions’ offensive coor- 
dinator in 2005 before Steve 
Mariucci was fired. “I’m just 
here to add another set of 
eyes, and that’s really it. Mike 
didn’t ask me to come in here 
and add ideas.” 

Hostler, the 49ers’ quarter- 
backs coach during Nolan’s 
first two seasons, hasn’t been 
able to recapture the effective- 
ness of Norv Turner, who 
turned the NFLĽ’s worst 
offense in 2005 into a fairly 
competent unit last year. 
Hostler and Tollner had never 
met before Tuesday, but 
Hostler claimed he welcomes 
the veteran coach’s expertise. 

“This is to help me better 
the offense, to give me a 
chance to have somebody to 
sound things off of,” Hostler 
said after practice Wednesday. 
“As we get more comfortable, 
it will help me to have some- 
body to communicate with me 
in the box. ... The bottom line 
is about what I do and how I 
do it, and that’s not going to 
change.” 

Nolan attempted to hire 
Tollner for his first staff with 
the 49ers in 2005, but Tollner 
went to the Lions after spend- 
ing the three previous years 
with San Francisco. Nolan 
compared Tuesday’s hiring to 
the Washington Redskins’ 
decision in 1999 to hire veter- 
an coach Bill Arnsparger to 
work with Nolan, the defen- 
sive coordinator. 

That one didn’t turn out so 
well: Nolan was with the New 
York Jets one year later. 

“When I did the same 
thing, sure, there’s some 
reluctance in doing it,” Nolan 
said. “But if you’re a team 
player, you’ll always have the 
team in mind first. Just 
accepting it is the right thing 
to do.” 

As if Nolan didn’t have 
enough worries with the 
49ers’ losing streak, his tenu- 
ous job status and Sunday’s 
trip to face the Arizona 
Cardinals, he’s also waiting to 
hear whether his assistant 
head coach is leaving town. 

Mike Singletary, Nolan’s 
right-hand man for three sea- 
sons, had a lengthy interview 
with officials at Baylor on 
Tuesday. Singletary played at 
Baylor before his Hall of 
Fame career as a linebacker 


with the Chicago Bears, and 
two of his children attend the 
school. 

“He’s very interested in the 
job, I’m certain of that,” 
Nolan said. “I know he has the 
desire to be a head coach at 
some level. I don’t know 
where it’s at, other than that.” 

If Singletary gets the job, 
Nolan expects him to stay 
with the 49ers until their final 
game Dec. 30, which almost 
certainly will end their fifth 
straight season without a play- 
off berth. 

Dominique Zeigler, a for- 
mer Baylor receiver on the 
49ers’ practice squad, believes 
Singletary might be the rare 
coach who could win in the 
tough circumstances at the 
school. 

“I think people will listen 
to him, because everybody 
does around here,” said 
Zeigler, who started 30 games 
in his four seasons at Baylor 
under coach Guy Morriss, 
who was fired Sunday. “I 
think Coach Singletary would 
be a great choice.”

“It was 
just a matter of staying at 
Oregon State. I felt that we 
had got things going on.” 

Now the Sun Devils seem 
to have things going on. With 
two games to go in Erickson’s 
first season, they remain in 
contention for the BCS title 
game in New Orleans, though 
they’ll need some help to get 
there from the No. 6 position 
in the standings they currently 
hold. 

“Dennis has done a fantas- 
tic job of rallying these guys 
and giving them football that 
they’ve been able to excel at,” 
said Carroll, who is 6-0 
against Arizona State. “To put 
them at such a high level so 
soon, it’s remarkable.” 

If ASU wins Thursday 
night, it will need only a vic- 
tory over archrival Arizona to 
clinch a Rose Bowl berth, at 
worst. 

A USC victory would give 
the Trojans a chance to extend 
their unprecedented streak of 
five straight Pac-10 titles. 
They would need a victory 
over UCLA coupled with an 
Oregon loss in one of its final 
two games. 

The Trojans seem to be 
returning to form after a slew 
of injuries. 

“I don’t think we’ve really 
been knocked off our mentali- 
ty through all of the stuff,” 
Carroll said. “We’ve hung in 
there tough. Hopefully we can 
make something of this year.” 

It won’t be easy. Although 
the Trojans have won seven 
straight against ASU, they 
have trailed at halftime in 
their last two trips to Tempe. 

In 2005, with the tempera- 
ture hovering near 100 
degrees, ASU led the top- 
ranked Trojans 21-3 at inter- 
mission. The defending 
national champions rallied 
behind Reggie Bush and 
Lendale White for a 38-28 
victory. 

“I thought our guys were 
done,” Carroll said this week. 
“I thought we were cooked 


and we would not be able to 
respond. We came back and 
scored 35 points in the second 
half.” 

On that day, ASU started 
fast but couldn’t finish. This 
year’s Sun Devils have done 
just the opposite. 

They have trailed by dou- 
ble digits five times in the first 
quarter but have rallied for 
easy victories four times. The 
only time ASU came up short 
was on Nov. 3 in Eugene, 
when they fell behind 21-3 
early in the second quarter on 
their way to a 35-23 loss to 
Oregon. 

Erickson was asked what 
he would do if the Sun Devils 
took a lead in the opening 
quarter on Thanksgiving 
night. 

“I know my stomach would 
be better,” he said. ““We’ve got 
to come out and play better. 
I’ve been telling them that for 
eight weeks. Obviously, they 
haven’t listened.”

BOSTON (AP) — 
Obviously there’s still a lot of 
season left, but the Celtics are 
doing everything they can in 
the early going to prove 
they’re a good team. 

Boston bounced back from 
its only loss of the season with 
a 105-82 win over Golden 
State Wednesday night. It was 
their ninth win and their sixth 
straight home victory. 

Ray Allen scored 21 points, 
Paul Pierce and Kevin Garnett 
both had double-doubles, as 
the 9-1 Celtics won their sixth 
straight at home. Garnett had 
20 points and 10 rebounds, 
while Pierce added 19 points 
and 10 boards. 

“The good teams in this 
league never lose two in a 
row,” Allen said. “When you 
lose a game, you need to 
know how to respond.” 

Obviously, the Celtics 
knew how to respond follow- 
ing that two-point loss in 
Orlando. 

After the teams traded bas- 
kets for the better part of the 
third quarter, Allen extended 
the Celtics’ lead to 79-60 with 
back-to-back 3-pointers late 
in the period. It was cruise 
control from there. 

Despite committing 13 
turnovers, the Celtics took a 
50-37 halftime lead courtesy 
of a 31-17 rebounding edge. 
Golden State shot 30 percent 
and was never able to get into 
any kind of rhythm. 

Brian Scalabrine gave 
Boston its biggest lead of the 
half at 42-23, capping an 8-0 
run by nailing a 3-pointer with 
just over 5 minutes left. Eddie 
House had 15 points off the 
bench for Boston. 

It was another typical home 
game for the Celtics who have 
won by an average of 22 
points at Boston Garden.

Make it a green 
holiday season 


(MS) - The holidays are a time for giving. Everyone 
should add the Earth to their holiday gift lists.

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Tackling the 
Christmas traditions 


(MS) - Though Christmas 
is a holiday that is deeply 
rooted in religious as well as 
familial traditions, the origin 
of many of those traditions 
remains a mystery to many. 
Some such traditions, includ- 
ing the origin of the holiday’s 
annual date, December 25, 
continue to be a topic of 
debate among even the most 
accomplished historians. 

To help shed some light on 
just why it is many people do 
what they do around the fes- 
tive Christmas season, here’s 
a list of some of the more 
common Christmas traditions 
and their likely origins. 

e December 25. Even 
though Christmas is about cel- 
ebrating the birth of Jesus 
Christ, it’s widely accepted 
that Jesus was not born on 
December 25, or even in that 
time of year. Rather, most 
scholars agree Jesus’ actual 
birth was closer to the season 
known as spring, with the 
likely date occurring some- 
time in the month of May. 

So why December 25? One 
prominent theory suggests the 
date’s origin rests with the 
ancient Romans, who had 
begun a pagan celebration 
around the same time. As a 
means of squashing that cele- 
bration, the Roman Catholic 
Church decided to celebrate 
the birth of Christ on 
December 25 so one of their 
most sacred holidays would 
be in direct competition with 
the pagan celebration. If that 
theory is true, the strategy 
seems to have worked. 

e Poinsettias. A common 
sight throughout the 
Christmas season, poinsettias 
are thought to be flowers, but 
aren’t really. Though there are 
flowers in the plants, the 
bright red colors that most 
people recognize instantly are 
actually leaves and not petals, 
with the flowers not very 
noticeable in the center of the 
leaf bunch. 

Though native to Mexico, 
poinsettias are named after an 


American. Joel Poinsett was 
the United States’ first ambas- 
sador to Mexico. Upon a trip 
home from America’s neigh- 
bor to the south in 1928, 
Poinsett brought some of the 
beautiful flowers along with 
him. Legends differ as to why 
poinsettias are associated with 
Christmas. One such legend 
states that Mexicans felt the 
poinsettia resembled the Star 
of Bethlehem, while another 
has to do with an impover- 
ished child bringing them to a 
church service as a gift for 
Jesus on his birthday.

of an ounce at retail levels. 

“We usually hear that 
growers sell for between 
$3,200 and $3,500 per 
pound,” said Humboldt 
County Sheriff’s Department 
spokeswoman Brenda 
Godsey. ““We never hear of it 
going for less than $3,000.” 

A local medical marijuana 
proponent, who did not want 
his name used, citing possible 
federal ramifications, said the 
market is always saturated 
this time of year. 

“But we don’t lower prices 
because we don’t want to 
encourage street dealing,” the 
proponent said. “We just have 
half the business.” 

Recently released numbers 
from the Campaign Against 
Marijuana Planting, or 
CAMP, showed nearly five 
times more marijuana was 
pulled out of Humboldt 
County this year than last, 
during the enforcement peri- 
od. 

CAMP, a multi-agency 
marijuana eradication effort 
under the umbrella of the 
California Attorney General’s 
Office, pulled 271,056 plants 
in Humboldt County this year, 
up from 60,000 last year. 

This year in Mendocino 
County, CAMP seized 
220,436 plants. 


The county with the most 
plants seized was Lake 
County, where law enforce- 
ment authorities got 482,775 
illegal marijuana plants. 

According to a congres- 
sional budget submission 
from the Drug Enforcement 
Administration 2008 perfor- 
mance budget, more than $10 
billion is spent on marijuana 
by Americans every year. 

“The most recent supply 
availability estimates indicate 
that between 10,000 and 
24,000 pure metric tons of 
marijuana are available in the 
United States,” the budget 
submission reads. 

But the drug threat assess- 
ment states that there is no 
accurate way to determine 
how much marijuana is avail- 
able to users in the United 
States. 

“Domestic marijuana esti- 
mates are based on cannabis 
eradication and seizure statis- 
tics,” the assessment reads. 
“However, these statistics are 
underreported -- sometimes 
greatly underreported -- in 
some areas because reporting 
is voluntary for most agen- 
cies.” 

But locally, according to 
one grower, who did not want 
his name used, if there have 
been any affects on the market 
due to saturation they haven’t 
been felt here. 

“If anything, the price is 
just holding steady,” the 
grower said.

There is the Kelseyville Pear 
Festival, a video store called 
“Pearadise” and the Lake 
County Fair’s mascot is 
“Barty” the Bartlett pear. 
Some residents may wonder 
then, what is the future of the 
Lake County pear, and why 
are they disappearing so 
quickly? 

The answer, according to 
area farmers, the county agri- 
cultural commissioner and 
other authorities on the subject 
is three-fold: the high produc- 
tion costs, low market-value 
and increasing pest control 
problems have made the pear a 
less lucrative crop. The future 
for pears in the county is not 


bright. 

“I think it was time for me to 
get out,” said longtime 
Kelseyville resident, plant 


pathologist and former pear 
farmer Broc Zoller, who coach- 
es pear farmers on pesticide use 
in his business, The Pear 
Doctor, Inc. Zoller is a former 
member of the California Pear 
Advisory Board. He is a 
researcher for the group and 
received an award for imple- 
menting pest control methods 
in Lake County. 

“Tt was a combination of fac- 
tors: a failure on the part of the 
federal government to address 
the issue of labor; the revenue is 
below production costs; and 
problems with the pest control. 
What we spend on pesticides 
for one spray would have paid 
for a whole year of spraying 30 
years ago, and the worth of 
pears has not gone up. Back 
then you’d get $125 per ton, 
now it’s $200.” 

The industry was never a 
huge earner, Zoller said, 
although there was a golden age 
in the 1950s. “Pear decline 
came in the 60s when a 
microplasm disease killed trees 
rapidly. In El Dorado County, 
they never got replanted. Lake 
County replanted, and the dis- 
ease kept the production down 
so the prices stayed high 
through the ’60s,” Zoller said. 

But the prices haven’t been 
good since the 1970s, other 
than two years from 1996 to 
1997, when the northwest pear 
crop froze, resulting in a higher 
demand for pears. “The decline 
is continuing, and it’s not over. 
You can no longer say you'll 
have at least one good, prof- 
itable crop every six years.” 

A coffin nail drove into Lake 
County’s pear industry with a 
shuddering force a year ago, 
when the company that spread 
pear slices out to dry in the sun 
decided to close its doors. 
“Lake County dried pears were 
preferred, but this year we have 
had no drying in Lake County. 
Mariani’s closed up its dry yard, 
because they couldn’t get 
enough people to operate the 
dry yard, and more dried pears 
were coming from Europe,” 
Zoller said. 


With 20 percent of pears 
coming from abroad, when that 
number was traditionally less 
than 5 percent, there isn’t a rea- 
son for pear tonnage in Lake 
County. With this realization, 
farmers started pulling trees out 
when the pears were no longer 
profitable. But for some it’s like 
pulling teeth. “They have to 
lose enough money first before 
they make up their mind to do 
it,” Zoller said. 

A big problem in pear farm- 
ing right now, according to 
Zoller and Lake County 
Agricultural © Commissioner 
Steve Hajik, stems from the dif- 
ficult-to-control pear pests and 
the fact that abandoned 
orchards are rampant. These 
orchards, whether they are one, 
two, or more than 20 untended 
and unsprayed pear trees, har- 
bor nasty pests that wreak 
havoc on neighboring orchards. 
As ag commissioner, Hajik is 
tasked with trying to get those 
farmers or property owners 
with abandoned trees to pull 
them out. 

“Tt’s difficult because people 
say ‘I love these trees, that’s 
why I moved here,’ but the 
problem is they aren’t taking 
care of them,” Hajik said, 
adding that abandoned orchards 
in the county number about 200 


acres. 

In each of the five different 
pesticide categories, insecti- 
cides, miticides, fungicides, 
bacteriacides and herbicides, 
there are at least 10 different 
kinds of pesticides used by 
farmers. 

The worst bug is the codling 
moth, which is destroyed by 
using pheromones that diminish 
the male bug’s ability to find the 
female bug and reproduce. But 
it only works when you keep 
the overall moth population 
down. “You can’t have a neigh- 
bor with abandoned trees where 
the moth is just allowed free 
reign. You can’t run the mating 
disruption technique and have a 
neighbor like that,” Zoller said. 

An orchard sprayer is 
required because unlike a hand- 
held sprayer, the orchard 
sprayer blows the pesticides 
with a force necessary to coat 
the entire surface of each leaf. 

Some people ask their neigh- 
bor to come over with an 
orchard blower, Hajik said, but 
it’s not legal for neighbors to do 
so. “They need a license to 
spray other orchards, and it’s 
illegal to do it without pay. And 
why would a neighbor spray 
your trees for free?”

Judge urged to let a convicted 
lawyer stay free to teach morality

LOS ANGELES — A famed civil-rights 
lawyer convicted of federal tax evasion and 
bankruptcy fraud has been asked to teach an 
undergraduate course on law, morality and social 
justice at a university, his attorney said 
Wednesday in urging a judge to not impose a 
prison sentence. 

Stephen Yagman, 63, was found guilty of try- 
ing to avoid paying more than $100,000 in feder- 
al income taxes while living what prosecutors 
painted as a lavish lifestyle that included Aspen 
vacations, high-end suits from London, and fine 
dining. At his sentencing hearing Wednesday, 
attorney Barry Tarlow said his client should be 
spared prison because he was in poor health, 
would be vulnerable to attack and because he 


could share with aspiring lawyers his consider- 
able civil rights experience. 

“He still has a way to contribute,” Tarlow said. 
“There’s a number of professors over there who 
are interested in having him teach.” 

University of California, Los Angeles, profes- 
sor Frances Ohlsen asked Yagman to teach the 
undergraduate course, Tarlow said. 

Wednesday’s hearing was continued until 
Monday, after U.S. District Judge Stephen 
Wilson said he needed more time to hear from 
government prosecutors and to listen to a state- 
ment Yagman plans to make. Yagman led high- 
profile legal campaigns against police, and over 
several years filed dozens of lawsuits claiming 
that Los Angeles police abused and framed sus- 
pects and made false arrests.

The decision ends months 
of speculation, including the 
possibility that the state might 
actually move its primary into 
December to keep its spot at 
the head of the line. Iowa, 
which chooses delegates with 
a caucus system, begins five 
days earlier on Jan. 3. 

New Hampshire primaries 
often have shaped presidential 
contests — sometimes dra- 
matically — for nearly a cen- 
tury. Next year’s early date, 
less than seven weeks from 
now, resulted from states 
around the country scheduling 
their own early primaries and

caucuses to attract candidates 
before the major party nomi- 
nees are chosen. As a result, 
both the Democratic and 
Republican nominees are like- 
ly to be effectively known by 
Feb. 5, when 22 states vote, if 
not earlier. 

Secretary of State Bill 
Gardner set New Hampshire’s 
date hours after Michigan’s 
Supreme Court said that 
state’s primary could go for- 
ward as scheduled on Jan. 15, 
ending a court battle. New 
Hampshire waited to make 
sure Michigan wouldn’t 
schedule caucuses even earli- 
er. 

Iowa’s caucuses have led 
the schedule for several 
decades, but New Hampshire 
has had the initial primary for 
much longer.
